Dried beans and peas have some- 


thing to brag about because of 
their high protein content. They 
be!6ng in the same food group 
with, meat, and can be served in 
•place of meat once or twice 
a 


week. 


They are good to eat and never 


out of season, says Home Demon- 
stration Agent, Miss Mary Dixoni 
Hempstead County. They are easy 
.to. keep, but must be treated be- 
fore 'storing to prevent weevils. 


Most simple treatment is 
to 
spread the beans and peas in a 
shallow pan and place in a warm 
overt (150 degrees Fahrenheit) for 
about 20 minutes. Stir the beans 
and peas occasionally so they will 
heat evenly and prop the stove 
door open to keep the beans from 
getting too hot. After the beans 
and peas have cooled, store them 
in' containers with tight lids and 
store in a cool, dry place, 
she 


states. 


Carbon disulfite or high life is 


also used to treat beans and peas 
for weevils. 
Use 
about Vi tea- 
spoon of carbon disulfite to % gal- 
lon «f shelled beans or peas. Be 
careful not to use too much car- 
bon disulfite or the odor will stay. 
But the shelled beans or peas in 
a container which has a tight lid. 
Then , put the Vi teaspoon of car- 
bon .disultfite in a small lid and 
set it on top of the beans or peas 
and put the lid on the container. 
After 24 hours the carbon disulfite 
will have evaporated. 


Then take out the small lid. 


Put the other lid on the container 
and- turn the beans or peas upside 
down. This makes the gas which 
was formed by the carbon disulfite 
penetrate all parts of the eontain- 
e,r,; the home demonstration agent 
explains. Leave this container up- 
side down for two or three days. 


'Sometimes a few drops of mois- 


ture 
form in the container with 
tlie beans or peas. If it does, 
take the lid off the container and 
tie a cloth around the top for a 
few days or until the moisture has 
disappeared. Then store the peas 
or.beans in a cool, dark, dry place.

Says Army Witholds Incidents

Washington, Oct. 28 — (/P)—Rep.. 


Marion T. Bennett (R-Mo) declared 
qday that "many" American sol- 
liers have been killed or wounded 
)y Communists in the Trieste area 
behind a "brass curtain of Ameri- 
can military censorship." 


The Missouri lawmaker, recent- 
y returned from a six week tour 
of Europe and the Near East, said 
there have been "63 incidents of 
armed aggression by the Commu- 
lisls" against United States forces 
since they moved into the former 
Italian territory, bordaring on Yu- 
goslavia. 
Trieste now is a free 


stale. 


"These acts have resulted in the 
death or wounding of many Ameri- 
an soldiers." Bennett added in a 
statement issued before he left for 
his home in Springfield, Mo. "I 
have the names and identifications. 


"In Europe they call it a 'cold 
war.' It is war and how soon, or 
if, it will engulf the whole world, 
no men outside of the Kremlin can 
say."The brass curtain of American 
military censorship has done a re- 
markable job in keeping from the 
American people the seriousness of 
the situation at Trieste." 
The army declined comment on 
Bennett's statement.

thing to brag about because of 
their high protein content. They 
be!6ng in the same food group 
with, meat, and can be served in 
•place of meat once or twice 
a 


week. 


They are good to eat and never 


out of season, says Home Demon- 
stration Agent, Miss Mary Dixoni 
Hempstead County. They are easy 
.to. keep, but must be treated be- 
fore 'storing to prevent weevils. 


Most simple treatment is 
to 
spread the beans and peas in a 
shallow pan and place in a warm 
overt (150 degrees Fahrenheit) for 
about 20 minutes. Stir the beans 
and peas occasionally so they will 
heat evenly and prop the stove 
door open to keep the beans from 
getting too hot. After the beans 
and peas have cooled, store them 
in' containers with tight lids and 
store in a cool, dry place, 
she 


states. 


Carbon disulfite or high life is 


also used to treat beans and peas 
for weevils. 
Use 
about Vi tea- 
spoon of carbon disulfite to % gal- 
lon «f shelled beans or peas. Be 
careful not to use too much car- 
bon disulfite or the odor will stay. 
But the shelled beans or peas in 
a container which has a tight lid. 
Then , put the Vi teaspoon of car- 
bon .disultfite in a small lid and 
set it on top of the beans or peas 
and put the lid on the container. 
After 24 hours the carbon disulfite 
will have evaporated. 


Then take out the small lid. 


Put the other lid on the container 
and- turn the beans or peas upside 
down. This makes the gas which 
was formed by the carbon disulfite 
penetrate all parts of the eontain- 
e,r,; the home demonstration agent 
explains. Leave this container up- 
side down for two or three days. 


'Sometimes a few drops of mois- 


ture 
form in the container with 
tlie beans or peas. If it does, 
take the lid off the container and 
tie a cloth around the top for a 
few days or until the moisture has 
disappeared. Then store the peas 
or.beans in a cool, dark, dry place.

Marion T. Bennett (R-Mo) declared 
qday that "many" American sol- 
liers have been killed or wounded 
)y Communists in the Trieste area 
behind a "brass curtain of Ameri- 
can military censorship." 


The Missouri lawmaker, recent- 
y returned from a six week tour 
of Europe and the Near East, said 
there have been "63 incidents of 
armed aggression by the Commu- 
lisls" against United States forces 
since they moved into the former 
Italian territory, bordaring on Yu- 
goslavia.

"These acts have resulted in the 
death or wounding of many Ameri- 
an soldiers." Bennett added in a 
statement issued before he left for 
his home in Springfield, Mo. "I 
have the names and identifications. 


"In Europe they call it a 'cold 
war.' It is war and how soon, or 
if, it will engulf the whole world, 
no men outside of the Kremlin can 
say."The brass curtain of American 
military censorship has done a re- 
markable job in keeping from the 
American people the seriousness of 
the situation at Trieste."

Dried beans and peas have some- 


thing to brag about because of 
their high protein content. They 
be!6ng in the same food group 
with, meat, and can be served in 
•place of meat once or twice 
a 


week. 


They are good to eat and never 


out of season, says Home Demon- 
stration Agent, Miss Mary Dixoni 
Hempstead County. They are easy 
.to. keep, but must be treated be- 
fore 'storing to prevent weevils. 


Most simple treatment is 
to 
spread the beans and peas in a 
shallow pan and place in a warm 
overt (150 degrees Fahrenheit) for 
about 20 minutes. Stir the beans 
and peas occasionally so they will 
heat evenly and prop the stove 
door open to keep the beans from 
getting too hot. After the beans 
and peas have cooled, store them 
in' containers with tight lids and 
store in a cool, dry place, 
she 


states. 


Carbon disulfite or high life is 


also used to treat beans and peas 
for weevils. 
Use 
about Vi tea- 
spoon of carbon disulfite to % gal- 
lon «f shelled beans or peas. Be 
careful not to use too much car- 
bon disulfite or the odor will stay. 
But the shelled beans or peas in 
a container which has a tight lid. 
Then , put the Vi teaspoon of car- 
bon .disultfite in a small lid and 
set it on top of the beans or peas 
and put the lid on the container. 
After 24 hours the carbon disulfite 
will have evaporated. 


Then take out the small lid. 


Put the other lid on the container 
and- turn the beans or peas upside 
down. This makes the gas which 
was formed by the carbon disulfite 
penetrate all parts of the eontain- 
e,r,; the home demonstration agent 
explains. Leave this container up- 
side down for two or three days. 


'Sometimes a few drops of mois- 


ture 
form in the container with 
tlie beans or peas. If it does, 
take the lid off the container and 
tie a cloth around the top for a 
few days or until the moisture has 
disappeared. Then store the peas 
or.beans in a cool, dark, dry place.

Says Army Witholds Incidents 
in Trieste in Which Reds 
Have Killed Many Americans 


Washington, Oct. 28 — (/P)—Rep.. 


Marion T. Bennett (R-Mo) declared 
qday that "many" American sol- 
liers have been killed or wounded 
)y Communists in the Trieste area 
behind a "brass curtain of Ameri- 
can military censorship." 


The Missouri lawmaker, recent- 
y returned from a six week tour 
of Europe and the Near East, said 
there have been "63 incidents of 
armed aggression by the Commu- 
lisls" against United States forces 
since they moved into the former 
Italian territory, bordaring on Yu- 
goslavia. 
Trieste now is a free 


stale. 


"These acts have resulted in the 
death or wounding of many Ameri- 
an soldiers." Bennett added in a 
statement issued before he left for 
his home in Springfield, Mo. "I 
have the names and identifications. 


"In Europe they call it a 'cold 
war.' It is war and how soon, or 
if, it will engulf the whole world, 
no men outside of the Kremlin can 
say."The brass curtain of American 
military censorship has done a re- 
markable job in keeping from the 
American people the seriousness of 
the situation at Trieste." 
The army declined comment on 
Bennett's statement.

After the beans 
and peas have cooled, store them 
in' containers with tight lids and 
store in a cool, dry place,

Carbon disulfite or high life is 


also used to treat beans and peas 
for weevils. 
Use 
about Vi tea- 
spoon of carbon disulfite to % gal- 
lon «f shelled beans or peas. Be 
careful not to use too much car- 
bon disulfite or the odor will stay. 
But the shelled beans or peas in 
a container which has a tight lid. 
Then , put the Vi teaspoon of car- 
bon .disultfite in a small lid and 
set it on top of the beans or peas 
and put the lid on the container. 
After 24 hours the carbon disulfite 
will have evaporated. 


Then take out the small lid. 


Put the other lid on the container 
and- turn the beans or peas upside 
down. This makes the gas which 
was formed by the carbon disulfite 
penetrate all parts of the eontain- 
e,r,; the home demonstration agent 
explains. Leave this container up- 
side down for two or three days. 


'Sometimes a few drops of mois- 


ture 
form in the container with 
tlie beans or peas. If it does, 
take the lid off the container and 
tie a cloth around the top for a 
few days or until the moisture has 
disappeared. Then store the peas 
or.beans in a cool, dark, dry place.

€f dorsed the plan for world peace 


which the Byrnes volume contains. 


We don't know what Mr. Popovic 
is thinking now. For Mr. Byrnes' 
plan includes two strong last-resort 
recommendations: If Russia should 
boycott the world conference to 
draft a German peace treaty which 
Mr. Byrnes 
proposes, then the

was signed and the Soviets refused

t$ mustered would attempt to drive 
them out. 
This program, Mr. Walace told

Says Army Witholds Incidents 
in Trieste in Which Reds 
Have Killed Many Americans 


Washington, Oct. 28 — (/P)—Rep.. 


Marion T. Bennett (R-Mo) declared 
qday that "many" American sol- 
liers have been killed or wounded 
)y Communists in the Trieste area 
behind a "brass curtain of Ameri- 
can military censorship." 


The Missouri lawmaker, recent- 
y returned from a six week tour 
of Europe and the Near East, said 
there have been "63 incidents of 
armed aggression by the Commu- 
lisls" against United States forces 
since they moved into the former 
Italian territory, bordaring on Yu- 
goslavia. 
Trieste now is a free 


stale. 


"These acts have resulted in the 
death or wounding of many Ameri- 
an soldiers." Bennett added in a 
statement issued before he left for 
his home in Springfield, Mo. "I 
have the names and identifications. 


"In Europe they call it a 'cold 
war.' It is war and how soon, or 
if, it will engulf the whole world, 
no men outside of the Kremlin can 
say."The brass curtain of American 
military censorship has done a re- 
markable job in keeping from the 
American people the seriousness of 
the situation at Trieste." 
The army declined comment on 
Bennett's statement.

Dried beans and peas have some- 


thing to brag about because of 
their high protein content. They 
be!6ng in the same food group 
with, meat, and can be served in 
•place of meat once or twice 
a 


week. 


They are good to eat and never 


out of season, says Home Demon- 
stration Agent, Miss Mary Dixoni 
Hempstead County. They are easy 
.to. keep, but must be treated be- 
fore 'storing to prevent weevils. 


Most simple treatment is 
to 
spread the beans and peas in a 
shallow pan and place in a warm 
overt (150 degrees Fahrenheit) for 
about 20 minutes. Stir the beans 
and peas occasionally so they will 
heat evenly and prop the stove 
door open to keep the beans from 
getting too hot. After the beans 
and peas have cooled, store them 
in' containers with tight lids and 
store in a cool, dry place, 
she 


states. 


Carbon disulfite or high life is 


also used to treat beans and peas 
for weevils. 
Use 
about Vi tea- 
spoon of carbon disulfite to % gal- 
lon «f shelled beans or peas. Be 
careful not to use too much car- 
bon disulfite or the odor will stay. 
But the shelled beans or peas in 
a container which has a tight lid. 
Then , put the Vi teaspoon of car- 
bon .disultfite in a small lid and 
set it on top of the beans or peas 
and put the lid on the container. 
After 24 hours the carbon disulfite 
will have evaporated. 


Then take out the small lid. 


Put the other lid on the container 
and- turn the beans or peas upside 
down. This makes the gas which 
was formed by the carbon disulfite 
penetrate all parts of the eontain- 
e,r,; the home demonstration agent 
explains. Leave this container up- 
side down for two or three days. 


'Sometimes a few drops of mois- 


ture 
form in the container with 
tlie beans or peas. If it does, 
take the lid off the container and 
tie a cloth around the top for a 
few days or until the moisture has 
disappeared. Then store the peas 
or.beans in a cool, dark, dry place.

Says Army Witholds Incidents 
in Trieste in Which Reds 
Have Killed Many Americans 


Washington, Oct. 28 — (/P)—Rep.. 


Marion T. Bennett (R-Mo) declared 
qday that "many" American sol- 
liers have been killed or wounded 
)y Communists in the Trieste area 
behind a "brass curtain of Ameri- 
can military censorship." 


The Missouri lawmaker, recent- 
y returned from a six week tour 
of Europe and the Near East, said 
there have been "63 incidents of 
armed aggression by the Commu- 
lisls" against United States forces 
since they moved into the former 
Italian territory, bordaring on Yu- 
goslavia. 
Trieste now is a free 


stale. 


"These acts have resulted in the 
death or wounding of many Ameri- 
an soldiers." Bennett added in a 
statement issued before he left for 
his home in Springfield, Mo. "I 
have the names and identifications. 


"In Europe they call it a 'cold 
war.' It is war and how soon, or 
if, it will engulf the whole world, 
no men outside of the Kremlin can 
say."The brass curtain of American 
military censorship has done a re- 
markable job in keeping from the 
American people the seriousness of 
the situation at Trieste."

routes. 


The Iw now is interpreted by the 
Civil Aerionntics Board as forbid- 
ding surface carriers to engage in 
fullscale air .operations.. 
The railroads said their proposal 


would not lessen competition, but 
instead would carry into the 
air 


competion now existing among the 
surface lines, causing it to be 'in- 
tensified rather than diminished. 
Their figure on estimated subsi- 
dies was reached 
by adding the 
money spent by 
the 
government 


for air mail pay, .airports, air nay 
igation and landing aids, weather 
observing safety enforcement, air 
promotional 
activities, 
-technical 


research and development, 
and 


civilian pilot training (a wartime 
project). The railroads excluded 
the money 'spent directly by 
the 
aa' force and navy .for air research 
but said the 
airlines 
obviously 


benefited from that also. 
(The nation has 
about 
93,000 


civil planes, of which .fewer than 
1,000 are operated by the airlines.)

tensified rather than diminished.

James Caesar Petriho's
